In conjunction with the celebration of National Coin Week by the 
American Numismatic Association (ANA), the Muncie Coin sind Stamp Club 
presented an evening of special activities during its April 9, 1984 
meeting. Since the past officers of the club either chose not to cele- 
brate or were not aware of National Coin Week, the current. officers 
were faced with planning the celebration without the aid of the NCW 
packet which we received three days before our meeting. 


Using the National Coin Week theme of "Numismatics: A Foundation 


for Friendship", we decided to use our meeting for a dual purpose. The 
first purpose, of course, was to inform members of the benefits that an 
ANA membership offers and how the ANA can benefit the coin collector. 
The second purpose was to apply the NCW theme in as many areas of the 
meeting as possible. That is, to get the members involved in as many 
activities'as possible. One method of achieving this was a display and 
a discussion on U.S. Olympic Commemorative Coins. Members were allowed 
to look at and handle the coins and to ask me about the coins before 
the meeting began. The coin presentation was divided into three areas, 


the specifications of each coin, the design of each coin, and the dif- 


ferent marketing options offered by the U.S. Mint. Another method of 
getting members involved was the establishment of the "literature table". 
The "literature table" serves as an eschange center for various numis- 
matic and philatelic related items. During the April meeting, the Red 


Books, Paper Money Error Books, aid the 1983 ANA Convention Tokens that 


Coin World graciously donated to our club were displayed. In addition, 
brochures and other literature on the ANA and the Indiana State Numis= 
matic Association was available for all members. The “literature table" 
also serves as a bulletin board for other upcoming coin and stamp shows | 
that our members may be interested in attending. 

The final method for getting our members involved in the club and 
in its activities was to establish a junior raffle. The basis behind 
this new raffle is that many junior members do not have the financial 
ability to purchase a great number of coins. It was established that 
the two primary reasons for this situtation are the cost of many coins 
and the fact that many adult members outbid juniors in our monthly auc- 
tion. In the junior raffle, each junior member receives wither a coin 
ranging in value from $.50 to $4.00, or a Red Book or Paper Money Error 
Book. The basic principle of the junior raffle is to give the younger 
members of Muncie Coin and Stamp Club the. opportunity to receive the 
many benefits that the club offers. 

Although none of the officers of Muncie Coin and Stamp Club had 
ever organized a National Coin Week celebration, it proved to be quite 
enjoyable as well as rewarding. We learned many things about your or- 
ganization as well as ours, and it should make the Muncie Coin and Stamp 
Club a stronger organization in all respects. It was very enjoyable 
organizing the local celebration of National Coin Week for 1984. We 


look forward to doing the same again next year.
